Last Edition. 
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THE STRIKE, 
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Backbone of the Movement 
Evidently Broken. 


Cars Running on Washington Aye- 
nue and Olive Street. 


No Interference or Molesta- 
tion by the Mob. 


Gov. Crittenden, Mayor Ewingand 
the Authorities in Consultation 
at the City Hall. 


The Scene on the Streets as the Cars 
Passed—Slight Crowd on Olive— 
The Cars Will Not Be Run 
After 7 P. M. 


The backbone of the strike is broken. The 
street cars are running without molestation on 
two lines and are liberally patronized by the 
public. Precisely at half past nine the cars of 
the Olive Street and Washington Avenue Hnes 
were started from the stables. They were gaz- 
ed at curiously by the pedestrians on gheir 
way down. Many people availed themselves 
of them, and this proves that the system of 
‘*Boyootting’’ by the public will not be carried 
out. The serftiment has changed sincethe 
offer of Erastus Wells was rejected. <A crowd 
gatbered at the corner of Fifth and Olive and 
atthe Washington avenue terminus, but beyond 
the cheering and yelling of the small boys no 
disturbance has yettaken place. The pelice 
were on hand, stationed along the route to 
quell mobbism in itsincipiency. So far every- 
thing has gone off peacably and the outlo@k is 
favorable to the preservation of order. After 
the cars have been running afew hours, inger- 
est in their operations will cease, and they gill 
run without any disturbance. * If 
Mr. Wells can secure men to work at his terms, 
which he has done, the difficulty is over. The 
other lines will follow suit, some, perhaps, to- 
day,atany rate to-morrow. Those of the 
strikers who will not zoto work at the terms 
offered will be left out in the cold. Order seéms 
assured and things will probably soon return 
to their normal state and the streets wear their 
usual appearance. 

THE MASS MEETING. 

The mass meeting called by the striking street 
car drivers and conductors last night at the 
Court House was attended by about 1,000 people, 
No speakers of prominence were present, ai- 
though it was stated that Mr. Alexander Gar- 


esche and Col. A. Slayback 


had both promised tospeak. The assembled 
concourse was addressed by J. H. Jones, L. 
Lb. Goodbue, Frank Dolan, P. J. McGuire and 
others. The tenor ofall the speeches was the 
same. The speakers advised the men to stick 
out, and alleged that the POST-DISPATCH and 
Giobe-Dewocrat had gone back on the strikers 
without cause. After listening,to the rambling 
remarks of several indifferent speakers and no 
more being forthcoming, the assemblage dis- 
persed. 
THE WASHINGTON AVENUE LINE. 

The first car on the Washington Avenue Line 

pulled outofthe stable at 9:46. Up to that 


time the non-striking employes of the compa- | 


ny had gathered about the sheds and loitered 
there aimlessly. Mr. Maxon was seated upon 
a feed box in the shed prepuring alist of dri- 
versand conductors who were to take out 
the first cars. There was an air of suppressed 
pustie and excitement about both the men and 
Mr. Maxon which testified to their apprehen- 
sion of trouble tocome. Mr, Maxon himself 
was rather uneasy, andalthough he talked re- 
assuringly to the men it was quite 
evident that he did not believe 
that the affair would beas easily managed as 
his words lead oneto believe. He tolda Post- 
DISPATCH reporter that he bad noidea when 
he would run out the first car; that he was wait- 
ing for information from the authorities, who 
had agreed to send him word when he should 
start out the first car. Almost as he was 
speaking Mr. George W. Baumnhoff, an em- 
ploye.,of the company, rode up and announced 
that the Mayor said to letthecars come 
through. Mr. Baumhoff reported that Gov. 
Crittenden, the Mayor and Police Commission- 
ers were ull in couecil atthe Mayor’s office,and 
that ali the preparations were complete for 
taking care of the cars. Accordingly the first 
car No 82, was at once pulled out with Joyce, 
driver, and McBride, conductor. Qaite a 
number of gentlemen in the office came out to 
ride in the first car down which was 
very comfortably filled, among _ others 
were ex-Mayor O. D. Filley, Capt. Gorman, 
Chas. Pope and F. L. Ridgely. There was an 
air of meaning business about the different 


employers on the car which -augured 
that the vehicle would be put through 
at all hazards. The character of the 


crowd which wus congregated only at Twelfth 
street was utterly different from that on past 
days. There were no well-dressed people in it, 


but the police who were drawn up 
in a long line on Twelfth, and 
west of that street there were § no 


ofticers at all except one or two harmless look- 
ing specials who were gathered ut the stables. 
The crowd said nothing and did nothing, and 
yet it did not appear to be at all cowed. On 
the contrary, its units were sulky and 
silent, apparently waiting for a more pro- 
pitious occasion. In some instances offensive 
epithets were thrown atthe driver, but the 
overpowering presence of the police prevented 
any other manifestations. All of 
the windows along Washington avenue 
were crowded with people, who were eagerly 
watching the progress of the cars and ocea- 
sionally guying the drivers and the passen- 


gers. Noeffort was made to interfere in any 
way with the vehicles, and the officials 
of the company think that there 
will. be no trouble at a> oh 


does not come before 1o’clock. The idea is to 
familiarize the poo with the cars, and for 
this reason they. will be kept going at a rapid 
rate all day. Or-) eight cars are being worked 
on Washingtor@ avenue, and no effort is 
made to rur3on time. No fares are 
being collected: jThe police are posted east 
of Twelfth strec%4 averaging frow six to eight 
on every street crossing with a strong reserve 
on Twelfth street, all under the immediate 
command of Capt. Huebler, who has passeil 
the morningin beingeverywhere. The mounted 
police under Capt. Fox patro! both Olive street 
and Washington avenue, passing from one 
street to the other, as they deem it necessary, 
or the accidental aggregation of the crowds 
calls upon them. , 

No. trouble is anticipated before oon 
or after 1 o’clock, and the 
cars will notrun after dark. The patronage 
so far has been fair but not heavy; most people 
who ride do so trom a love of adventure. The 
detail of police on Washington avenue was 
eighty strong, and consisted ofa draft from 
both thé day and night squads of the Nortaern 
District.

OLIVE STREET LINE. 

At the Olive street Stables this morning there 
was little excitement. A veryfew peopie a3- 
sembled before 6 o’clock, expecting an early 
start. Several of the regular conductors and 
drivers were on nand but there was little fuss. 
The men were all engaged in discussing the 


assault upon Mike Dawes, an employe 
of the Yellow Line on Washing- 
ton avenue. Dawes was passing the 


blacksmith shopin the rear of the stables last 
night, when he was felled by ablow from a 
brick, thrown by somebody from behind. He 
was taken to his home at 3416 Lindell avenue, 
and it is believed that his skull has 
been fractured. Al. Lutz, whois employed 
about the Olive Street stables, was arrested 
for the assault sf Officer Hurley, but Dawes 
was unable to identify him. Dawes’ offense 
was a declaration that he would run his car. 
Erastus Wells wason hand early and Rolla 
was also very busy. Mr. Wells busied himself 
as usual and took a hand at everything. A 
small force of police and several of the specials 
were in attendance. There was no attempt 
and noise or interference, the regular men all 
going off in squads and advising each other 
nottostand. Mr. Wells had the list of men 
who would run in his hand<and was busyjhunt- 
ingthemup. His plan was to put three men 
to a car, and he had force enough to man four- 
teen cars at least. He expected to get an ad- 
ditional force before 11 o’clock. Very few oft 
the regular men were missing. 

At precisely 9:30 a. m. Car No. 18, the first of 
the run, was pulled out and started east. Two 
new men, named Forbes and Aderton, were 
tending to the horses, and Bob Singleton, an 


old conductor, was in charge of the 
rear platform. The whole run of Cars 
were soon out, without any trouble. The re 


porter rode down on the fourth car and found 
no excitement on the way. In many cases 
one of the[three menin charge of acar drove, 
while the others handled the _ brake, 
showing that Mr. Wells was wise 
in putting more than one manonacar. After 
afewcars hadrun out, Wm. Henry came to 
the stables with the assurance’ that 
all was safe down town. Rolla Wells 
made the round on the first car. 
ON FIFTH AND OLIVE. 

At 9:30 o’clock the crowd began to collect 
nlong Olive street, chiefly from Fourth to 
Twelfth street, in anticipation of the arrival 
of the first car. At about the same time 
policemen began to be very 
numerous and it was soon 
discovered that there were eight regular of- 
ficers stationed on each corner. Theseofficers 
kept the crowd moving so that no more than a 
double line of spectators could maintain them- 
selves on Olive street. The store doors were 
packed and allthe upper windows filled with 
people anxious to see the ‘‘fun’’ as they 
termed it. A shout up Olive street at 9:50 
o’clock announced to the expectant down- 
town crowd the approach of the first car. 


It came down rapidly making but 
few stops as the passengers were 


only eightin number. Asit passed along it 
was greeted with shouts and some abusive 

nguage, but no gawin presnmed to even 
pitch achunk of mudtowardit. Rolla Wells 
appeared upon the front platform 
with a sort of triumphant look spreading 
over his countenance. Right behind the car 
rode a squad of mounted police with Captains 
Foxand Kennettin charge. At this time there 
were not less than 100 policeman between 
Fourth and Sixth streets andthecrowd wasvery 
respectful. The firstcar made the turn and went 
out with a fair load immediately.Mr. Wells said 
that tongue abuse was all that the car received 
initsentire passage. The cars came down 
rapidly after the first, and only four minutes 
apurt. By the time that the third car had made 
the turn the people on Olive, between Fourth 
and Fifth, became too numerous to be kept 
moving. Sixty policemen then formed in 
double line across the street from 
building to building and swept it clean, 
driving the crowd around on Fifth 
street. This was done as far outas Seventh 
street, and was repeated again and again, so 
thatit wasvery bard forthe mob element to 
develope. No arrests were made, forthe peo- 
ple offered no objection to the course taken 
by the ollicers. 

MR. WELLS’ PROGRAMME. 

A reporter talked briefly with Erastus Wells, 
while the latter was getting out the cars at the 
Stables. ‘‘It is not the question of a 
few dollars expense that I am 
holding out against, but 1 won't be dictated to 
by this so-called Union. It shall never manage 
ny business. I do not apprehend any trouble, 
but I wili run my cars, whatever happens.’’ 

‘*Will you run after dark?’’ 

‘‘No. We have promised not to do this. 
We've agreed with the Police Commissioners 
thatthe last car to-day shall leave Fourth 
street before 7 p. m.’’ 

‘*Will the other roads run to-morrow?’’ 

‘‘Idon’t know yet. The railroad presidents 
meet at 2:30 p. m. and to- 
morrow’s plan will be arranged in the light 
of to day’sprogramme. Itis possibie that at 
least two oi the roads will commence running 
to-morrow morning.’’ 

‘*Are you satisfied that the police can pro- 
tect you?’’ 

‘*Perfectly. Everything has beenj 
done. I just received this note 
from GOV. Crittenden, asking me 
to meet him at the Four Courtsimmediate- 
ly, butI cannot go. Ido not apprehend much 
trouble and think every precaution has been 
taken toavoid it.’’ 


AT ARMORY HALL. 

The following order issued by Governor Crit- 
tenden this morning called out the First Regi- 
ment of St. Louis National Guards: : 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 28.—The National 
Guards of Missouri forces in the city and coun- 
ty of St. Louis are hereby called into active 
service, and willat eight o’clock and thirty 
minutes a. m., onthisday,reportto Brigadier- 
General Charles W. Squires for duty. 

THOS. T. URITTENDEN. 

In accordance with this order the National 
Guards are now under arms at Armory Hall, 
and only await instructions to sally forth and 
aid the police in keeping order. At Yo’clock 
Gen. Squires was in command and three hun- 
dred and fifty Men were present at the Armory. 
Subsequently about a hundred were 
allowed to depart for business reasons, and at 
11 o’clock General Squires retired,leaving Col. 
Chapman in command. LBattery A with its 
two Gatling guns is also under arms at the 
Four Courts, the horses -all harnessed and 
ready for immediate action. Ammunition has 
been supplied to both the infantry and artil- 
lery. The men will remain under arms 
ali day to-day, to-night, and all day 
to-morrow, unless the Governor countermands 
the orler. The boys are not overjoyed at their 
prospect of asleep onthe Armory floor, but 
they think they can stand it for one night. 

AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

The Four Courts buildiug and yard wastrans- 
formed into a garrison. he Metropolitans of 
the Second and Central Districts assembled 


' there at eight o’clock, Capt. Hercules march- 


ing his men up from Soulard street ina body. 
Shortly before 9 they were divided up into four 
compunies and marched overto Twelfth and 
Market, where Capt. Ferd. Kennett.took com- 
mand of two of the companies and strung them 
out along Olive- street between Fourth 
and Fourteenth streets. Down town the 
detail ran as high as eight and ten men to the 
block, while further west they were not so 
thick. Captain Hercules remained on the 


market place in charge of acompany in readi- ° 


ness for an emergency. i 

Tie Metropolitans had scarcely left the Four 
Courts when the Police Reserves began to 
muster. Companies A, B, E andG had been 
ordered to hold themselves in readiness for 


service to-day, and a hundred and 
fifty men asseinbled in fatigue 
uniform. Most of the militiamen 


arrived in citizens’ dress and donned the blue 
in the dressing rooms. Afew minutes past 9 
the battalion formed in the basement drill 
room, Col. Jas. G. Butler presiding. Gov. 
Crittenden had arrived on the morning train 
ana was present with Vice-President Cupples 
and Police Commissioner Simmons. When 
Col. Butler presented his force Mr. Cupples 
proceeded to conterthe authority to making 
arrests, swearing in the militia as special po- 
licemen. After this oath was administered 
the Commissioners issued a star to each mili- 
tiaman, and they were pinned on the left 
breast. The stars are very similar to those 
worn by the Metropolitans, only differing 
slightly in the lettering. After the ceremony 
the companies forming the battalion were 
marched up to their company headquarters on 
the third floor of the building, where ranks 
were broken and an order issued that nobody 


should leave the _ vicinity. The boys 
filled the windows and waited 
hour after hour a suinmons to 


fallin. . The suddenness with which the call 
came rather caught the ge wary af nappias, 
and the restaurants in the Meer the head- 
uarterg were full of mom lr iers all day.- 
o while away the time the militiamen sanz, 
listened ‘to speeches and cheered everything. 
It was a grand picnic. |

get some idea of the situation on the out- 
side. 

While the Four Courts corridors and win- 
dows were alive with infantrymen the cavalry 
and artilery were stowed away in the yard 
around the gallows. The roll call of the Light- 
Guard showed twenty-two men present early 
in the morning.. They were armed with sabres 
andin fatigue uniform. <All were well mount- 
ed. The yard gave no a oe perme for drill 
or evolutions of any kind, and Lieutenant 
Hollidas, after forming his command, 
had the horses tied up eady for 
service faut a moment’s notice and 
gave the cavalrymen the freedom of the yard 
and of police headquarters. 

About half of Captain Winter’s men, Battery 
A of the National Guards, were = all night 
perfecting themselvesin the handling of the 
two Gating guns. The others assembled early 
this morning, so that ail the guns were 
manned. The teams were hitched to the 
pieces at half past nine, the hour set for the 


cars to start, and the battery could 
have wheeled into the _ street’ in 
two minutes. After waiting over an 


hour for a summons, Capt. Winter allowed 
the all-night men to lie down on chairs and ta- 
blesforanap. A portion ofthe battery will 
probably be kept on duty atthe Four Courts 
to-night. 

THE ONLY ARREST. 

The only arrest madein connection with the 
strike and reported atthe Four Courts up to 
noon occurred on Eighth and Olive. The vic- 
tim wasaboy, who gave his name as Frank 
Teal. He failed to ‘‘move on’’ asrapidly asa 
policeman thought he ought to. 

CUPPLES’ MANIFESTO. 

At noon to day Vice-President Cupples,ofthe 
Board of Police Commissioners, issued the 
folowing letter to the presidents of the vari- 
ous car lines:

tion, if any is required, will be forthcoming 
ata moment’s notice.

MAYOR EWING ON THE STRIKE. 

A POST-DBKPATCH reporter saw Mayor Ewing 
at the City Hall this afternoon andin course of 
an informal conversation the city’s execu- 
tive spoke with great satisfaction of the pros- 
pect that the street car strike would pass with- 
out any serious collision. He hadall along 
felt that the better sense of the people 
would prevail when it came to a question 
of sustaining the laws. Whenthe cars started 
this morning the Mayor took up his station on 
Fourth and Olive. He afterwards moved along 
the streets and said that he saw nowhere any- 
thing of the mob spirit. He believed that all 
the companies might operate their lines this 
afternoon if they saw fit. The strikers, he 
thought, began to losetheir hold on public 
sympathy when the idea got out, whether just- 
ly or not, thatthey were being controlled by 
agitators and were declining offers of compro- 
mise from the companies. 

AN ARBITRATION COMMITTEE. 

Not a few of the more sensible of the strikers 
have become extremely disgusted with the 
way the agitators and fire masticators of cer- 
tuin Trades’ Unions are running their affairs 
for them. 

This morning a number ofthe dissatisfied 
ones put their heads together, and as a result 
two conductors of the Washington Avenue Line 
went down to the Merchants’ Exchange at 


about noon and had an interview 
with Messrs. George Bain, Alex 
Smith, and President McEnnis relative 


to the best method of settling the difficulty be- 
tween the strikers and the 
panies. They put the question directly tothe 
trio whether they would consent toactasa 
committee of arbitration in case the 
reilroad people would agree to leave the 
questiontothem. The Exchange gentlemen 
said they would serve ihe raprg and the two 
strikers left to pay a visit toMr. Maxon and 
others, and promised to report their success 
tothe proposed arbitration committee by 4 
o’clock this afternoon. The strikers said that 
their Executive Committee was completely un- 
der the thuinb of such regulation howlers as 
PY. J. Maguire and Hogan, the  prin- 
ter, and would certainly run the entire 
strike toruin. Ifthe dissatisfied strikers had 
any organization they would probably out- 
number the leaders and their gang. Messrs. 
Bain, Smith and McEnnis were selected for an 
arbitration committee because they have all 
served as presidents of the Exchange and may 
be considered representative men. They, 
however, made it a condition of their serving 
as arbitrators that the conductors and 
drivers should disconnect themselves from all 
Trades’ Unions whatsoever, and that they 
should also have nothing to do with any So- 
ciulistic or Communistic organization. 
THE MEETING. 

Themen assembled at Turner Hall before 9 
o’clock this norning. The hall where the as- 
seinblages have gathered on _ previous 
days was needed for use this 
afternoon, and the men were |compelled to as- 
sembie in the gymnasium down stairs. An 
informal organization was effected at 12 m., 
but there was not much interest manifested. 

A striker named John Davis, a lawyer named 
Jones,and several others made short speeches, 
encoulaging the men tostand firm. 

Gs Canton, a Fifth Street car 
conductor, advised - the boys that 
if they could not get railroading they had bet- 
ter get something else, but he declared that he 
and a majority of the men would never go back 
until their demand is-~ granted. (us 
Kaltmayer made a rattling speech, and 
was foiowed by Mike Gannon, aun 
old railroad man, who detailed his experience 


in another strike in Memphis sev- 
eral years ago. Dennis O’Connor 
and others made strengthening speeches. 


Robt. Hulen, Chairman ofthe Finance Com.- 
mittee, reported the folowing contributions 
received to-day: 

Jos. Schnaider Brewing Co., $100; carriage 
drivers, $59; Jno. Enders, $25; H. Prewill, $5; 
Jake Seiner, $5; Jos. Peen, $; F, Deester, $5; 
James Brown, $1; Cherokee Brewery, $5: 
H. Hover, $2; B. Peters, $5; H. Beptz, $3; T. 
L. O’Sullivan, $5; Wm. Carten, $. Mr. Hul- 
en said thata large amount, perhaps $700 of 
the money already contributed, has been paid 
out for necessary expenses. A considerable 
sum has been paid to drivers and some con- 
ductors who are in need. The meeting is going 
on ina desultory manner, with a sinall attend- 
ance. 

SIGNS OF WEAKENING. 

The leaders are all very busy to-day. J. J. 
Hogan is working very hard. He says that the 
outiook is hopeful.

- TWO PIPERS OF DUNTROON.

Lonely on its rock, washed by the sea waves, 
which ona stormy day dash up against the 
windows of the upper story, stands the 


Castle of Duntroon. 


The traveler from Obanto Crinan has a 
good view of it as the steamer turns the point 
and crosses into Crinan Bay; and it isa view 


which, if be hasany love forthe wild and 


beautiftul—and sympatby with that strange 


Highland pass, where men foughtand reaved 
all their lives, never resting till they died— 
he wil] notturn from or forget. Perhaps he 
may feel interested enough to inquire of one 
of tLe sailors who built it who chose to perch 
his nest out there onthe headland and defy 
the seu? And the man will answer probably 
thatit was “Just one of the Campbells,’’ for 
from here it isno ‘*far crv to Loch Awe,’”’ the 
heart of tbe old Campbell country, if the 
Campbell country couid ever have had a heart. 
A grasping, treacherous set, We are toid they 
Were, those Campbell: , vLo sold their King to 
his enemies, massacied the MacDonalds at 
Glencoe, got possession unworthily of the 
Loidship of Lorne, and quartered the galley 
With their own gyrons. 

Wemaytalk about them freely now, for 
their own land knows them no more; throubg 
the leneth and breadth of it. where once no 
otber name was heard, scarcely one of thein 
bears rule to-day; and remembering that it 
is pleasant also to remember somie.of the 
nobie deeds they did while they were yet 
strong. How Sir Neil companied with the 
Bruce, aud shared his wanderings and priva- 
tions: bow Archibald ofthe Sour Counten- 
once, the grim old Puritan, ended his life on 
the seuffold for the cause of Scottish Protest- 
antism, and bis son followed him by the same 
rough road; znd how in later days John of 
Argvii: nud Greece wich gave ear to the praver 
of Jennie Deans. 

For many a century time has been working 
awauyiut tuose gray Walls of Duntroon, and 
sunshine apd shade weit softly into each 
other as we look upatthem this morning,rest- 
ing, aftera long row,upon our oars inthe bay. 

Jhey Were rourh enough, doubtless, 200 
years ago, When Col. McDonald, the fierce 
jeft handed warrior, came over trom [reland 
tocinzim his inheritance in Kintyre, taken 
frou his father on account of rebejtion, and 
gifted to the Campbelis by James I. Deter- 
wined to be revenzed, he passed on through 
Argylesiire, sparing nothing}belonying tu the 
hated name. After burning the Earl of <Ar- 
gyli’s Castle of sween, in Knapdale Coll, he 
sailed down Loch Sween round the point of 
Keils, and up into Loch Crinan, intending to 
do the sume at Duntroon; but being uneer- 
tain as to the strenyeth of the varrison, he tirst 
dispatched his piper across the mountains to 
Criua, With orders to gain admission into 
Duntroon Castle, and bring him information 
regarding it. When the piper arrived he was 
hospitably received and Jodzed as a stranger 
Within the castle; yet,treachery being for some 
reason suspected, he was not allowed to leave 
again in the morning, but detained asa _pris- 
oner iv one of the turrets. Thence,after long 
waiting, he saw his master’s ships entering 
the loch. What chanee for bim now? The 
poor piper! The suspicions of Duntroon are 
confirmed beyond a doubt, and his fate is not 
-diflicult to foresee; but he does not think of 
himself. 

The Campbells are on the alert. He must 
save his muster. And over the waters of 
the bay sound out the notes of warning, com- 

osed on the spur of the:moment, vet not to 

e mistaken in its meaning. 

Tradition has joined to the air these words, 
and with the spirit of it they accord well: 
~**Coll, my love, keep from the tower, keep 

from the tower! 

Coll, my darling, keep from the sound, keep 
from the sound! 
ITamin ward; lam in ward'!’’ 

MacDonald heard; and veering northward, 
landed his troops at the head of the loch and 
led them through the valley of Kilmartin, 
burning, pillaging and cattle-lifting up to 
the shores of Loch Awe. Some kind of su- 
penrstitious veneration for “religion” appears 
to have been in the man. thougn his humani- 
ty did not allow him to risk loss in endeavor- 
iiiz to rescue his poor clansman, for we tind 
him immediately afterward sparing Camp- 
belli Auchinellun’s corn and cattie because he 
was in holy orders. 

In the year 1644 the Covenanters of Scot- 
Jand, disgusted with Charles’ duplicity, 
Legun their preparations for assisting the 
disaffected paupers in England. The 
commandership-in-chief of their army they 
offered to Montrose,. and mude him ac- 
quainted with the purposes of their **Holy 
Union.”? Montrose set outifor the north, and 


rezched Durham in the beginning of March, . 


1044. There he found the Marquis of 
Neweastle, who rendered bim all the assist- 
ance in his power, andso with an army of 
a4wothousand men he entered Scotland on 
April 13. 

After various conflicts during the summer, 

uitting Aberdeen, Montrose turned back to 

acdenoch, Where he Wus joined by MacDon- 
aid, but hearing that Argyll was}at Dundeid 
trying to detach from his taithful Atholimen, 
he made one of his rapid movements forward 
—twenty miles throughbthe deep November 
snow, Which covered them inthe mountain 
passcs up to the knee—and was once again in 
Atholl, tothe astonishment of his friends: 
While Argyll fledat his quick approach to the 
covenz2nting garrison at Berth. 

It Was now the middle of December; there 


was no fighting to be done. and Montrose’s 


dittle army must find winter quarters. 
Where? The low country was strongly gar- 
risoned, the north was « wilderness, the east 
had proveditself hostile. He deteemined to 
step westward and carry fire and sword 
through Argyllshire. By the middle of De- 
cember, marching as his men were well ac- 
customed to march now, he was within two 
iniles of Inverary Castle. The lord of it, 
who had traveled thither straight from Perth 
in order to beat up recruits for the spring 
campaign, thought the devil himself must be 
‘insuch transports, and from the devil he 
again fled, this time by water across Loch 
Fyne. 

Montrose, overjoyed atthe success of his 
Witchery, divided his troops into three 
bodies, one commanded by MacDonald, of 
Clan Ronald, anotber by Sir Alexander Mac- 
Donald, andthe third by himself, and with 
them swept the whole country like a fearful 
animated pestilence; driving away the cattle 
burning the villages and crops,slaying in cold

whereupon the Grand Duke—himself a dab- 
bler in the sciences—placed hisown labora- 
tory in the Marianka Palace at the disposal of 
his compatriot, further offering to pay his 
traveling expenses and to meters for all his 
Wants in St. Petersburg. Having gratefully 
accepted this offer, the young chemist shortly | 
afterward took uP bis quarters in a wing of 
the Marianka Palace overlooking the Novi 
Pereniok—a narrow street connecting the 
Kasan street with the Palace square—and 
comnienced operations in the Grand Duke’s 
laboratory. So arduous were his labors in 
the experimental line that night after night 
and all nigbt long, lights could be perceived 
from the street steadily burning in the labo- 
ratory. Thisfact awakened suspicion ina 
police officer employed upon night duty in 
the Novi Pereulok, and, at his suggestion, a 
domiciliary visit was paid to the Grand 
Duke’s protege, who was found to be busily 
engaged in the preparation of explosive ma- 
terials. The discovery, fortunately for the 
Grand Duke, whose consternation may be 


imagined when it was imparted to him, 


took place only a few weeks before the Czayr’s 
murder.

STAR ROUTE SWINDLES. 


A 7 Officials Caught 
S gz $24,000 a Year. 
Wasbington Cor. of the New York Times. 

A case that illustrates the boldness-of the 
fraud systematically practiced during the past 
four — inthe management of the Star 
Postal routes is furnished by the reute known 
98 No, 40,104, and running from Mineral 
Park, Arizona, to Pioche, Nev., a distance of 
232 miles. This route was let on July 1,1878, 
to Miner, Peck & Co., at $2,800 per annum for 
a weekly service. in August or September 
_1878, the route was sub-let by the contractors 
to Isaac Jennings, ‘of St. Thomas, Lincoln 
county, Ney., at $4,700 per annum, or $1,800 
more than the contract price. Soon after re- 
ceiving the sub-contract Jennings was re- 
quested to get upa petition for tri-weekly 
service, but refused to do so on the ground 
that the proposed increase was wholly un- 
necessary. Notwithstanding his refusal, 
however, to make a movement to secure in- 
creased service, he was surprised to receive 
from Washington a sub-contract callmg for 
tri-weekly trips, and raising the pav to $12- 
(00 per anuum. This is explained by the 
fact that in April, 1878, the original contrac- 
tors, through their influence with the Post 
Office Department, secured an increase to 
tri-weekly service, and had the pay raised to 
$22,000 per annum. Thus it will be noticed 
that Jennings, who was performing the ser- 
vice received of this increase only $12,000, 
vo: Vag $9,700 to be divided among the princi- 
pals. 

In July, 1879, or about three months after 
the first increase was made, the service was 
still further increased without any solicita- 
tion from Jennings, and without his knowl- 
edge, to seven trips per week, andthe yearly 

ay Was raised atthe same time to $52,000. 
Vhen this last increase was made, Jennings 
was ordered toput on daily service, at tie 
rate of 325,000 per annum, thus leaving $24,- 


Cipals. Pefore the route was increased to 
daily service the contract was transferred 
from Maner, Heck & Co. to J. W. Dorsey. 
When the change was made Jennings was not 
informed of the fact that the department, in 
addition to directing increased trips, had also 
expedited the service. 

About three months after the transfer to 
Dorsey, Jennings was informed by M. C. 
Ricdell that the schcdu’e time had been short- 
ened to sixty lours. Riedell was the clerk 
and agent of Dorsey, and in order the more 
effectually to carry out the fraudulent pur- 
poses of the Ring Dorsey made a contract 
with Riedell at the full contract price mamed 
above and filed his agreement at the depuart- 
ment. After making the nominal comtract 
with Riedell, Dorsey made an actual contract 
with Jennings for both tri-weekly and daily 
service, specifying that he should be paid 
$12,600 for the tri-weekSy and 328,000 for the 
dailv service, Whieh was $9,700 per annum 
below the sum fixed by the department for 
the tri-weekly service, and $24,000 below that 
fixed for the daily service. Jennings acted 
in perfect good faitb, and was ignorant of the 
transactions between Dorsey and his clerk. 

The agreement made between Dorsey and 
Jennings was forwarded by the latter to Rep- 
resentative Daggett, of Nevada, with the re- 
quest that it be filed with the Post Office De- 
partment. Mr. Daggett, immediately upon 
the receipt of the agreement, left it with J. L. 
French, Chief Clerk of. the Contract Office, 
requesting him to place iton file. For the 
service of the ftirst quarter wnder the tri- 
weckly contract, Jennings reccived his full 
pay according to the terms of his contract. 
At the expiration of the next quarter, how- 
ever, he not onty failed to receive the pay due, 
but he received notice from the Department 
that fines had beenimposed for failure to per- 
form service, and that instead of the Govern- 
ment owing him 37,000, be was debtor to the 
Government by reason of the fines imposed in 
the sum of $700. ‘These fines, it seems,were 
imposed because of Jennings’ failure to per- 
forin the service on the expedited adele, 
of which be had no notice until informed by 
Riecell, as above explained. Not compre- 
hending this method of doing business, and 
being ome by the large pecuniary loss 
which threatened him, Jennings at once pro- 
ceeded to Washington. Before he left the 
West he obtained a number of signatures toa 
protest against the frequency and expedition 
ofthe service ordered by the Department. 
There was no necessity Whatever for this in- 
crease, as the route was through a wilder- 
ness, and the number of letters carried over 
it at anv time did not average three per week.. 

Arriving at Washington, Riedell ascertain- 
ed that Jennings intended to file his protest 
with the department, and, in order to pre- 
vent such ,damaying testimony being:made 
part of the frublic records, he gave Jennings 
$3,500 not fo place the protest on file. In the 
meantime, however, Riedell received from 
the Government full pay, less the penalties, 
all of which were churged to Jennings... For 
the two following quarters Jennings was paid 
only $350, his priccipal claiming that the 
balance was consumed by fines. Jennings 
having been thus exhausted, the route was 
<old by the owners to Saulshbury, Gilmore & 
Co. Jennings remained in Washington with 
the exvectation that he would obtain justice 
from the postal authorities, not supposing, 
of course, (uxt the very persons from whom 
he expected prucection and redress were par- 
ties tothe practiges by which he had been 
deirauded. He had no rights whatever which 
the Post Office were abound to respect,. for 
the reason that he was unknown to them, 
bis agreement never having been placed.on 
the files of the deparment,. The contract. be- 
tween Jennings and Riedell,which Mr. Daggett 
left with Chief Clerk French,-was not placed 
on the filesof the Department until March, 
1881, and then only upon the peremptory de-. 
mand of Mr. Daggett and the two Senators 
from Nevada, whom he made acquainted 
with the injustice done him.

Didn’t Learn for Money.

An old gentleman, who never entered bus- 
iness lifein New York, and who yet held 
cloge to him a host of friends in various walks 
in life, was Louis de la Penha, better known 
as Louis Penha. A memory that reached 
back beyond the battle of Waterloo, and was 
as clear on that event as it was on the great 
Motara outrage, perpetrated in home over a 
quarter of a century ago, as that of most men 
of this generation on the events succeeding 
Sumter, could not fail to have attracted the 
attention of the curious,and so it happened 
that Mr. Penha, who died yesterday in his 
162d year, was the center ofa large circle of 
friends. whose interest in him was keen and 
odd. Up to Thursday last he entertained his 
visitors at No. 147 West Fifty-third, with his 
recol’ections of Peeping Tom of Coventry, 
and no end of other peculiar reminiscences, 
which he treated with the familiarity of yes- 
terday’s events. 2 
man nothing could be better authenticated, 
for there is now in the possession ‘of his phy- 
sician, Dr. Alexander S. Hunter, the imar- 
riage certificate of Mr. Penha’s mother, 
which bears date Amsterdam, 1772. 

Mr. Penha came from 2 Portukese-Jewish 
family which settled in Amsterdam early in 
the eighteenth century, and there engaged in 
trade, amassing a large fortune. When eley- 
en years of age deceased went to London, 
where he resided until about 1845, when he 
decided to cross the ocean and make his ho:ne 
in free America, where there were no poiiti- 
cal or social disabilities imposed on bis peo- 
ple. Strange as it mav seem he never for- 
swore his allegiance to Holland, which to the 
day of his death he was proud to mention as 
the land of his birth. Unlike most of his 
people he seemed to have no ambition for 
iortune, and such was his indifference that 
although a paternal uncle of his died in Ba- 
tavia twenty years since, leaving a fortune of 
£40,000, Mr. Penha never interested himself 
to claim the inheritance. As he dies without 
heirs his property will now escheat to the 
State. In speaking with a friend a short time 
betore bis death he said: ‘*I should like to 
visit Amsterdam agaim before I die, but l 
think it is out of the line of possibility,’’ and 
with an air of regret he resumed the read- 
ing of his paper, which he consulted witbout 
the aid of clusses. To have scen him a week 
before his death no cne would have believed 
he was more than sixty years of age. His 
eyes were bright and intelligent, his conver- 
sation clear and direct, and he could walk up 
and down stairs witb much more expedition 
than most old men of sixty years. He will be 
turied on Tuesday, from No. 147 West Fifty- 
third street.

Educating Oysters. 
From All the Year Hound. 


. And although it has been doubted that an 
oyster has been so far subjugated as to. ‘*fol- 
low its master up and down stairs,’”’ a con- 
summation which might be accepted as pos- 
itive progressive steps in the rise toward ul- 
timate civilization, at least aceording to 
**Lewes’ Seaside Studies,” oysters are sus- 
ceptible of being educated to a small extent. 
In the great establishment onthe coast of 
Calvados the merchants teach oysters to keep 
their shells closed when out of the water, by 
which means the liquer retained keeps their 
vills moist, and they arrive lively in far dis- 
tant Paris. The process may be worthy ex- 
tensive publicity; itis this: No sooner isan 
oyster taken from the sea than it closes its 
shell, and opens them after a certain time-- 
from fatigue, itis said, but more probably 
because the shock it received by removal 
into the air, causing -its muscles 
to contract has passed away. The Calvados 
men take advantage of this to exercise the 
oysters and make them aceustome:l to be out 
of the Water, by leaving them daily in the at- 
mosphere for longer and longer periods. 
This hos the desired effect; the well educat- 
ed mollusk keeps its door closed at least 
for many consecutive hours, and so long as 
the shell is closed its gills are kept moist.

Tha better class of workingmen  else- 
where will be attracted to the mills that of- 
fer the use of a Jarge collection of books in 
addition to their weekly pay, while the mere 
tramps in that particular department of labor 
will find the mill not at all to their taste, for 
somebow drunkenness and strikes are quite 
infrequent in the neighborhood of good lib- 
raries. Many other employers would find 

rofit in investing money judiciously for the 
benefit of their own men. 

Restless Habits of the Negroes. 
Southern Correspondence N- Y. Tribune. - 

I observe that the negroes move about from 
place to place far more along the river and 
railroads than they do inthe interior of the 
country, where there is no smch convenient 
means of transportation. Many of (em appear 
to remove to pew places merely or chiefly for 
the pleasure of the journey. Thus they ac- 
quire habits of change and restlessness, and 
are not so industrious or so prosperous as 
those of their race who remain 
more steadily in one place. Wherever 
there is a train employed on a ratfroad 
in conveying materials for repairs or for 
building bridges, the negroes, Women as Well 
as men, are very fond of riding up and down 
the country ‘‘on de ’struction train,” as they 
eallit. The negroes like to work on railroads 
and boats, and great numbers of them are 
thus employed in all parts of the South. 

The Captain of the boat on which I came 
down bas been “in the Red River business,” 
as he says, for many years, some times rnn- 
ning for a while on the Mississippi further up. 
He told me that for a few years after 
the war the negroes were entirely 
unsettled, and were, most of them, con- 
stantly going from place to place witha 
vague notion that something wonderful was: 
going to be done for them. ‘They thought 
life was goin’ te be just a big circus.”” Many 
of them were powerfuily influenced by su- 
perstition. Their preachers were every now 
and then receiving revelations, and the older 
negroes, the religious ones, con- 
tinually saw signs “in the heavens 
and the yea’th.” Many thouzht 
“de judgment day was a-comin’,”’ others held 
that the black people were to have this coun- 
tay “fuh deh own,’’? and believed that the 
white people would have. to work for them. 
He thinks the negroes have done as well as 
eould rightly be expected of them, but says 
they are not like white people, and we ought 
not expect they will be. “‘Still,’? he continued, 
“they are not like they was _ before 
the emancipation, and I reckon they may 
ebange more and more; but they will never 
be like white men.’’ He thought it **nature’’ 
for negroes to steal—**don’t know’s I blame 


them very much’’—and said that. to require a 
‘negro to have forethought, and fo lay up 


something for the future,is very hard on him; 


‘is like requiring a ehild to bear aii the care of 


an old, grown-up person. ‘“*But it may do 


them good after awhile.”

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CAST OFF CLOTHING. . 
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Who Buys It, Who Sells It and 
Who Wears It. 
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Hiow the Passage of the Gambling Act | 


Affected the Trade. 
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In summarizing the phases of prozress of 
the nineteenth century no true philosopher 
can conscientiously neglect to mention the 
east-eff clothing men. The annals of history 
does not hand down how the great men ofthe 
past ages disposed of their habiliments after the 
elpows of their tunics and talmas became 
thread bare and their sandals ran down at the 
pecls. These details might not be expected 
from the chroniclers of the far North, 
and it might be measurably supposed 
that there the skins and customary habili- 
ments were worn until they fell off and filled 
he bill of fertilizers. American history and 
archuwology is more complete in this respect 
and shows that the red man was laid in 
mother earth with all his clothing ana per- 
sonal apparelabout him. In this age of spike 
tails, cutaways, Prince Alberts, double and 
single breasted coats, square coats, bobtail 
coats and various other kinds of coats, the 
subject is probably of more interest than 
it was a hundred years ago when our 
forefathers went out upon parade in Knee- 
buttom breeches and silk stockings. In the 
Future Great the handling of cast off clothing 
has become a business of no meager dimen- 
sions. <All departments of the advertising 
paces of the daily newspaper are pervaded 
with advertising avowals that the highest price 
ispaid for cast off clothing at no less thana 
dozen plaees inthe city. One dealer less 
modest than his brother merchants makes 
public avowal of his superiority in paying 
ysood prices, and titles himself ‘*Professor.”’ 

In search for some information concerning 
this “business a PoOstT-DISPATCH reporter 
wentto the center market of the trade on 
Locust street, between Third and Fourth 
strects. Aftersome few introductory busi- 
ness and remarks thetrade was discussed. 
“This is our best season now,” said a dealer. 
“There are great many buying light clothing, 
and a great many selling winter clothing. 
Our over coat stock is just being closed up. 
What we buy from now out will be irom some 
few men who get ‘busted’, and will have to 


part with their benjamins which 
they intended to hold over this 
coming summer. The best times 


tor cast-off clothing dealers is at the change 
of the seasons of the vear. Just after winter 
we buy up alot of winter goods; just before 
winter we sell them again. In September 
and October we get spring and summer suits, 
and sell] these again in March, April and May 
of the following year.”’ 

‘‘Ilew many dealers are there inthe city?” 

“There are thirty dealers who buy second 
hand elothing, but many ofthese do not touch 
it. They buy it sometimes from rag-iuen, 
and -sell it to us. We renovate it, 
take out the stains, repairitand then sell it 
again. Those small dealers all buy stoves, 
furniture, old hats, shoes, etc., and have a 
contract with the larger dealers for cloth- 
ing.’ 

‘What class of customers have you got?” 

‘*Oh, there is every kind of customers, from 
the aristocratic to the poor laboring man. 
Nearly all oid clothing finds its way to the 
second hand stores some way, and appears on 
somebody’s back again on the street. Some- 
times it is given to servants and they bring it 
here and sellit. Sometimes it is given to 
tramps and beggars and they bring it here. 
One house could do a tirst-class business 
with the hotel servants alone. They get a 
large amount of clothing from guests and sell 
it again. We buy the elothing from all 
classes. We have our. advertisements in the 
newspapers and receive a postal card to callat 
acerlain hour ata house. We gothere and 
bus the stuff if we can drive a bar- 
gain. These kind of people — sell 
their clothes rezulariy, but they 
wouldn*t have it Known for anvthiny. 
They are well offand I guess they don’t think 
it would look well. Thevtry to draw the 
wool over our eyes, and give us thesame song 
every time, but, of course, we get to know 
them. Another class that we do a good busi- 
ness with are the men about town. Thev 
buy first-class clothes and always want to be 
in stvle and sell themas soon as the season 
changes. We get those goods at low prices. 
‘The worse class of stuff we get from men who 
srein need of money, and they sell 
tucir clothes to get something to eat, 
A few minutes ago a man camein and took 
off his hat. He said he must have something 
tv eat, so he got ten dents for it. We don’t 
buy anything from women at all. Other 
houses do. Most trade with them goesto the 
pawn shops.’’ 

“Who buys the clothing from you?” 

“Well, justas many different kinds as we 
buy irom. ‘The poor who want a good article 
cheap buy cast-off clothing waich has been 
renovated. A man who wears good clothes 
«its broke, and buys a second-hand suit of 
coud stuff. Nobody ever knows the differ- 
ence. After it is fixed up the 
num that sold it woulds not Know 
acain if he did see it. All thé flashy cloth- 
ing bought from sporting men we sell to 
young colored men. They want it just as 
feashby as they ean getit and they pav good 
prices for it. Any kind of plaid goods. suit 
them to a jot. This kind of clothes are bought 
irom people who want more 10%Ks than 
tuste, sporting men who buy a lot of clothing. 
lby the way that

like Johnson for introducing it. 
You see our best customers are 
sumblers, and when they have money a 
yveat many of them buy a whole lot of clothes 
ul once, and as soon as they are broke they 
bell Chese Very olten; were fi are almost new.

“What prices are usually paid for cast-off

“Oh I eant’t tell: it depends on how 
hich it ds worn. Some times we give as 
hich as +10 for asuit. The average price is 
ti fora pair of pants, 50 cents or 75 cents 
lora west and 83 or $4 for a coat.” 

Another deater said confidentially that 
Ind>t people could never think where some of 
the eiothes came from: ‘fa great deal comes 
from the ray-bag and what don’t gointoa 
riy-hagand from worse places than that.

THE STRIKERS. 

At half-past nine o’clock this morning the 
cars commenced moving on two of the prin- 
cipal street railway lines of the city, and up 
to this writing not the slightest interference 
has been offered by the populace. We as- 
sume that the difficulties are at an end. A 
few of the striking drivers have returned to 
work§j and the companies will have no difti- 
culty in‘o>taining men if they are not to be 
interfered with. It1s a mistake to suppose 
that public sympathy is not as strongly on the 
side of the striking employes now as it was 
in the outset. The development of a fiendish 
mob spirit on the part of the vicious classes, 
in no wise associated with the complaining 
car men, checked the friendly sentiment for a 
day or two, but now that order has been re- 
stored, every fair-minded person is disposed 
to stand by the men who proclaim the doc- 
trine that twelve hours’ service with living 
pay is the right of every man who toils. We 
have not changed our attitude in the least. 
We sympathized with the conductors and 
drivers in their efforts to secure a reduction 
of hours, but we protested from the start 
against the right of anybody to /force 
the car companies toterms We haveno fa- 
vorstoask of Messrs. WELLS and MAXxon, 
and are unalterably opposed to monopolies of 
ail kinds. Our sympathies are not with 
corporate bodies, because they are able to take 
care of themselves, but we stand for justice 
and fair dealing all the time. 

Our opinion is that the conductors and 
drivers made a mistake when they failed to ac- 
cept the proposition made by Mr. WELLS. It 
was demonstrated that the drivers could 
make, at therate of 12}: cents per hour, 
as much in_ twelve hours as they 
were making under the sixteen hour arrange- 
ment. This was all they asked. The con- 
ductors, it is true, made twenty cents less, 
but inasmuch as they hadlighter duties and 
the privilege of working extra hours, they 
should have returned to work. After exist- 
ing for years under an established system it 
was hardly to have been expected that they 
should receive all they asked for at the first 
demand. The railroad companies are pros- 
perous, and we certainly believe that it 
would be to their interests to establish 
the twelve hour system. It is not 
too late for the strikers to accept the propo- 
sition made them by Mr. WELLS—which 
covers nearly all thatis asked for—nor is it 
too late to resort to arbitration as at first pro- 
posed by the PostT-DISPATCH. Peace has 
been established, and whatever is to be done 
now canbe donein a calm and reflective 
spirit. 

There has been in all this an excellent les- 
son for the street car companies. By their 
parsimony, their exactions from employes 
and their disregard of the comforts and inter- 
ests of the public, they had forfeited much 
good opinion. The discourtesy shown by 
them to the public was returned with inter- 
est in the hour of their embarrassment. 
There is no question about the unpopularity 
of the street car managers. Let them learn 
from the experience of the past five days to 
treat the public better. Let them resolve in 
future to show more humanity to their men 
and théfr mules. Let them earn the good 
will of the public in general by providing the 
accommodations which their patrons are 
forced to pay for. If they will dothis the 
disturbances of the past week will not be 
without their compensation. 


NEXT week we are to have Col. HAVERLY’s 
original Mastodon Minstrels at the Olympic, 
newly returned from their foreign excur- 
sion.

scious power. His estimable Princess is 
just in advance of him, but she is so shrink- 
ing and so modest in her demeanor that one 
might almost fancy that she questioned the 
propriety of visiting a “nigger show.’? The 
children are all there, but several of them 
have grown out of our knowledge. We rec- 
ognize, however, the waving plumes of 
the gallant Horse - Guards. Queen VIC- 
TORIA, although an important factor in 
the Royal Family, does not appear 
in the pieture. Since the death of her hus- 
band she has found no comfort in light forms 
of amusement and she has not darkened the 
door of a theater for more than twenty years. 
We mention this lest the impression should 
go out that Her Majesty had been guilty of dis- 
respect to her old associate in the Italian Opera 
business. As an advertising ‘‘fake’’ there 
can be no question about the effectiveness of 
this Royal Family picture, but if the artist 
had arranged a double tableau representing 
the princely turn-out entering the minstrel 
hallin a dejected, dilapidated condition and 
coming out smiling and happy, with a marked

laughter, he would have produced amazing 
results. He might have labeled these pic- 
tures, respectively, “Before Taking’? and 
‘*After Taking.’’

OUR esteemed friend, the editor of the 
Kirksville Democrat, whose sage paper is 
always a source of entertainment to us, is 
very much disturbed 0n account of the pecu- 
liar relations of the great planets at this time. 
Two of the largest are now in perihelia, he 
says, and cosmic changes are going on which 
must effect our atmospherie and electric con- 
dition. It is his opinion that there will be are- 
vival of the plague,now skirmishing around in 
Mesopotomia, and he anticipates an epidemic 
that will knock every Life Insurance Com- 
pany on the face of the earth into hopeless 
bankruptcy.

CARL SCHURZ puts the case of GARFIELD 
vs. CONKLING rather shrewdly, though, of 
course, sophistically, when he says in the 
Westliche Post of to-day: 

When President Garfield nominates one of 
the New York delegation who voted for Grant 
to an Office, Senator Conkling naturally 
agrees, and the ‘‘courtesy of the Senate’’ does 
not standinthe way of confirmation. Butif 
President Garfield nominates a New York del- 
egate who voted for /him in the Convention, 
Senator Conkling regards the nominee asa 
renegade, a sort of traitor, personally objec- 
tionable to him, because he has 
risen against his authority, and he 
calls on ‘‘the courtesy of the Senate’’ 
to effect his rejection; so at least runs the 
rumor. If this report be truc, and certainly it 
seems to be so, ‘‘the courtesy of the Senate’’ 
cousists in this instance in the fact that a New 
York ceiegute to the last National Convention 
who voted fer Garfield, andis now nomina- 
ted for oflice by resident Garfield, must be re- 
jected at the desire of the leader of the Grant 
party, simply because in the convention he 
voted fortne present President Garfield. In 
other words, if the President nominates a New 
Yorker, who was his opponent in the National 
Convention, the ‘‘courtesy of the Senate’’ 
permits his confirmation simply because he 
was hisopponent. Butif the President nom- 
inates a New Yorker who was his friend in the 
National Convention, the ‘‘courtesy of the 
Senate,’’ according to the wish of the Senator 
from New York, requires his rejection simply 
because he was his friend. This is the farce 
now played at the present session of the Senate, 
and itis said that many Democratic Senators 
irritated by the sharp tone of the debate are 
inclined to let the ‘‘courtesy of the Senate’’ in 
this case be to the advantage of the New York 
Senator. 


Iris the common belief of all the profes- 
sional labor agitators of this city, we believe, 
that the PosT-DISPATCH and Glove-Demo- 


‘crat were both bought up by the street rail- 


way capitalists yesterday and induced to 
frown upon the striking movement which 
they had originally encouraged. This sort of 
idiotic talk is quite natural to blatherskites and 
loafers who are destitute of reason and who are 
unable to understand that there is a vast dif- 
ference between sympathizing with over- 
worked laboring men and encouraging a mob 
spirit! which might have resulted in tke 
destruction of much property andthe shed- 
ding of much human blood. We say now 
that the car conductors and drivers were jus- 
tified in demanding a reduction of hours. 
They were justified in quitting work when 
these demands were not acceded to, but 
when their abettors and sympathizers began 
to interfere with men who were willing to 
work they were conjuring up ademon more 
terrible than the most fiendish oppressor of 
labor. Whenit became a question of law and 
order, with only a slight margin of difference 
between the strikers and theiremployers, we 
hastened to place ourselves on thé side of the 
constituted authorities. Our sympathies are 
with the workingmen, and they always will be 
so long as their methods are honorable and 
their acts in conformity with the usages of 
society. 


A COMPLAINT comes from San Francisco 
that there is a great scarcity of maritime

sea are nable to obtain full complements of 
sailors, and one ship, the other day, bound 


for Cork, shipped a crew of Chinamen at {5 
amonth. The ship Mary and Helen, now 
fitting out at San Francisco to go in search of 
the lost Jeannetté; will probably have to send 
East for an able bodied crew. When China- 
men begin to ship before ghe mast on sea 
going vessels the friends of the labor cause 
may well take alarm. Throughout all his six 
thousand years of known history the 
Mongolian has never shown an aqtatic 
taste. It is true that the Cantonese 

live largely in river boats and that Chinese 

junks have done considerable courageous 
coasting, but the idea of entrusting a vessel 
for adeep sea voyage to acrew of Mongols was 

never heard of until this blessed year of 1881. 

The Chinaman is adroit and active. There is 
no reason why he should not furl sails and 
handle cordage as well as clumsy Englishmen 
or phlegmatic Scandinavians; but the trouble 
with himisthat he has no nerve, andin a 
storm would be certain to lose his head. It 
is questionable whether he could be driven 
aloftina gale. The English have made tol- 

erable good sailors out of the Lascars, but 
they are always careful to sandwich them 

with sturdy British sea-dogs. The idea of 
giving them complete control of the apparatus 

of a vessel never occurred to anowner. If 
the Chinaman should show an adaptability in 
this direction he would be able in time to re- 

volutionize commerce, for his ability to live on 
cheap diet would give him an advantage over 
the frugal Italian and Portucuese, and the 

effect onthe carrying trade would soon be 

manifest. However, we are satisfied that the 

Mongolian was not cut out for a®sailor.

The Senate Situation. 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—Senator Anthony, 
chainuan of the Republican caucus, has not 
yet appointed the committee to arrange for an 
executive session. Senator Dawes will be 
chairman and he and Senator Anthony will 


confer this evening aboutthe other members of 
the committee witha view of making it rep- 
resentative of all shades of opinion among the 
Republicans. The object of the con 

mittee will be to fix. a date 
for holding the first. executive session, 
and to arrange first toconfirm the nominations 
tofill vacancies, and second thag no con- 
tested nominations shall be brought forward 
as the Republicans have determined to 
maintain their position on the election of Sen- 
ate officers. Itisof the utmost importance 
that they be keptin solid line. Senator Conk- 
ling, it appears, is not willing to pledge him- 
self to defer the contest over Robertson’s 
nomination until next winter, and he believes 
he has considerable Democratic support now, 
anda being chairman of the coinmittee to which 
Kobertson must be referred it will 
be in his power if executive 
sessions are heldto report back at any time 
orto hold the nomination back. Ir he sees fit 
to contest over this nomination it 
will necessarily cause some division 
umong the Republicans, which the majority 
are anxious to avoid. It is believed another 
caucus will be held next Monday; that the first 
executive session will be held next Tuesday. 
It is decided the first executive business 
will be the consideration of the Chinese trea- 
ties, in order that they beratified and accept- 
ed on the time limited. The Caucus Commit- 
tee will endeavor to retain entire control 
of the executive work sothat the Republicans 
can resume their fight on the election of Sen- 
ate officers whenever they deem it expedient. 
Senators Rollins and Hill, of Colo- 
rado, are named as two of the 
Caucus Committee, but the others 
are not yetdecided. Hoaris urged by some, 
but the faet that his colleague is chairman 
will prevent his going on the committee.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


ASynopsis of the Laws, State and 
Local. 


What the Statutes Say Concerning the 
Violation of Sunday. 


By special desire of the Ladies’ Sabbath As- 
sociation the PosT-DISPATCH hereunder pub- 
lishes all sections of the revised statates and city 
ordinances referring to the observance of the 


Sabbath in this city: 

SECTION 1578.—Revised Statutes. —Sabbath- 
breaking. Every person whoshalleither labor 
himselfjor compel or permit his apprentice, or 
servant, or any other person under his charge 
or control, to jabor or perform any work other 
than the household offices of daily necessity, 
orcharity, or who shall be guilty of 
hunting game, or shooting on_ the first 
day of the week, comrmonl called 
Sunday, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and fined not exceeding $50. 
The section shall not extend to any person who 
isa memberof a religious society by whom 
any other than the first day of the week is ob- 
served as a Sabbath, sothat he observes such 
Sabbath, norto prohibit any ferryman from 
crossing passengers on any day of the week. 

Sec. 1580. Horse-racing on Sunday. Every 
person who shall be convicted of horse-racing, 
cock-ftighting or baer tory at cards or games of 
any kind onthe first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and fined not exceeding $50. 

Sec. 1581.—Selling goods on Sunday. Every 
person who shall expose to sale any goods, 
Wares or merchandise or shall keep open any 
ale or porter-house, or grocery or tippling- 
shop, or shall sell or retail any fermented or 
distilled liquor on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday, shall on conviction 
be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor 
and fined not exceeding $0. The 
section shall not be construed to prevent the 
sale of any drugs or medicines, provisions or 
other articles of immediate necessity. 

Sec. 5,456.—hKeeping open dramsbops on Sun- 
day. Any person having a license as a dram- 
shop keeper who shall keep open such dram- 
shop, or shall sell, give away or otherwise dis- 
pose of or sufferthe sameto be done upon or 
about his premises any intoxicating liquors 
in any quantities on the first aay of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, in addition to the penalty 
now provided by law, torfeit such license and 
shall not again be allowed to obtain a license 
to keep a dram shop forthe term of two years 
next thereafter. ’ 

Chap 25, Revised City Ordinances, Art 1, 
Sec. 3. It shall not be lawful for any military 
company, or any procession, orany body of 
persons accompanied with martial music to 
march or pass through, or for any person to 
play on any musicalj.instrument in any of 
the streets of the city within 
one block of any house of 
worship on Sunday during the 
horrs of worship. Any person who shall vio- 
late this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined a sum not less than $10 nor more 
than $50 for each and every offense. 

Chap.25.—KRevised City Ordinances, Art. 2, 
Sec. 10. Any person who shall on Sunday dis- 
turb the peace by any noisy, riotous or + enon 
derly conductin any street or other public 
place, orin any place of public resovt for 
amusement or other purposes, or any person 
or persons who shall lounge or loaf about street- 
corners or public places in the day or night 
time, or who shall use indecent, lewd or 
profane language on the streets, or public 
places, shull be deemed guilty of a imisde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof be tined 
not less than % nor more than $50.

THE RIVER STATIONARY. 


The Danger Almost Past—The Water Ex- 
pected to Fall. 

River menthis morning consider the pros- 
pect gocd that the threatened flood and over- 
flowing of the Mississippi River at this point 
will be averted. Wuring the last twenty-four 
hours the river hasrisen threeinches and three 
fifths, but this all took place before sundown 
last night. During the night and this morning 
the water has been stationary at30feet Ginches 
above the low water mark, or6 inches above 
the danger line. The Illinois Riveris reported 
falling and alsothe the Mississippi from Du- 
bague down. The flood from Minnesote has 
not yet reached Dubuque, but when 
does it will lose itself in 
long, low gap between there’ and 
so thatit will.nardly be telt here. The Mis- 
souri River is also reported falling. At Alton 
last night there was arise of two inches, but 
two inches at Alton wouldn't make a quarter 
of an inch just above St. Louis. Capt. Leyhe, 
of the Alton. packet Bald Eagle, re- 
ports the situation unchanged to-day between 
St. Louisand Alton. The levee at Madison 
still holds, although, as reported yesterday, 
the elevator there is surrcunded by water, At 
Venice the water is doling poIne Gamazea and 
Causing much alalt, bul tie siiuationis asit 
was yesterday. Unless there are heavy local 
the general belief of 
river men that the flood has réached its 
height in St. Louis; and, indeed, that the 
wiuter cannet remain where itis now for an- 
other twenty.four hours, but must begin to 
fall. The dumage done at East 
St. Louis is trifling to what it 
would be if the water ever goat 
fairly in the American Bottom.

The water in the 
river is six feet higher than the general

the citizens would be treated to a wash out, 
rivaling those that bear their mark on the 
Market House and to which the old citizens 
are sofond of reterring. The transfer stables 
which were on dry land yesterday are stand- 
ing inthe slough with two teet of water on the 
floor;the cellars of the neighboring houses 
contain from three to four teet of water 
and many of the yards contain little pools 
which are gradually increasing in size, The 
dangerous points above East St. Louis are 
Madison Venice, Brooklyn and the Stock 
Yards, with avery weak points in the imimedi- 
ate neighborhood of the city. An old viver 
man, who returned from the upper river last 
hight, expressed it as his opinion that 
Rast St. Louis is in no immediate danger. The 
Madison levee, although weak, is still able to 
Stand a slight rise without piving way. Le 
expressed no little surprise that the Mayor and 
City Council wholly ignored the impending 
dangerana neglected taking the necessary 
precautions ty protect the lives and 
property of tli citizens, shonid their 
worse fears be frenlized. The Stock 
Yards are nearly covered by the floods, and a 
continued rise will cause a suspension of bus- 
iness, if not a much more serious loss. To-day 
the people of East St. Louis acknowledge with 
reluctance that there is a possibility of «an 
overfiow, and those that heretofore laughed 
atthe ideaof high water which would endan- 
ger their city are silent on the subject.
